Resolution On Tuesday 


It was pointed out by Premier 
Stewart, Hon. A. G. MacKay and Hon. 
J. R. Boyle that, while legislative pro- 
cedure precluded a minority report 
being returned as such, the same opin- 
fons could be embodied in a resolution 
and discussed. Upon this understand- 
ing Mr.-Ewing gave notice that he 
would on Tuesday next move that the 
house consider a resolution respecting 
evidence submitted In the Boudreau 
inquiry and respecting the finding of 
the committee majority. 

Dr. J. 8, Stewart and Geo. Hoadley 
from the opposition, contended that 
the committee report was not in order 
inasmuch as it did not show a regis- 
ter of those voting thereupon, as re- 
quired by the house of commons com- 
mittee procedure. Hon. A. G. Mac- 
Kay showed that while technically 
correct no doubt, this procedure was 
never followed by the legislatures of 
Canada.

DIED INFIRE 
AFTER KILLING 
HIS: NEIGHBOR 


Demented Homesteader Near 
Prince Albert Is Found in 
Ruins of Shack 


PRINCE ALBERT, Sask., April 11. 
—Otto Olsen, the demented Bagley 
homesteader, who shot and killed his 
neighbor, Victor Gustafson, yesterday, 
died in the fire that burned his shack 
to the ground today In the police seige 
that followed his refusal to surrender. 
He had taken refuge in a small dug- 
out in the cellar and suffocated there. 

Olsen was being assisted yesterday 
in the building of a granary by three 
neighbors, Victor, and Hjalmar Gus- 
tafson, brothers, and Axel Linquist. 
At noon Olsen called to the three to 
come in to lunch. Victor Gustafson 
went in first, and immediately after 
his entrance his brother and Linquist 
heard.a shot, and as they rushed to 
the shack they saw Olsen drop a shot- 
gun and seize an axe, crying out for 
them to go away or he would kill 
them. Hjalmar Gustafson and Lin- 
quist then went to Bagley and tele- 


With the laudable object in view

Friday night the house dealt with 
an act to *mend the improvement 
district act; an act to amend the 
wild lands tax atc; an act to amend 
the educational tax act; an act amend- 
ing the dairymen’s act; an act re- 
specting the sale and purchase of 
eggs, and an act to amend the eup- 
plementary rew@nue act. 

The improvement district act pro- 
vides for a flat rate of assessment of 
three mills on the dollar on the as- 
Bessment value of all assessable land. 

The wild lands tax act assessment 
fn organized municipal districts will 
be made by the local council, while 
in unorganized districts the govern- 
ment assessors will make the assess- 
ment as far ag passible from personal 
survey of the land, 

Will Redrafe~Section. 

J. H. Kemmis, and G. Hoadley, of 
the opposition took exception to the 
application of the tax against lands 
which might be utilized as bona-fide 
stock farms where no land was culti- 
vated. Hon. A. G. MacKay, agreed 
that the spirit of the act must guide 
the assesyors whose judgment would 
have to determine as to the merits of 
such cases. However, he agreed to 
allow Messrs, Hoadley and Kemmis to 
submit a draft of this section Monday 
which may cover the issue. Mr, 


new well known measures being sub- 
mitted by the minister of municipal 
affairs Hon. A. G. MacKay. 

In rough draft the new municipal 
district act follows the main line of 
alteration and improvement adopted 
in the town and village acts already 
sent up for final reading. It gives 
power to the minister to dismiss any, 
members, or all, of a municipal coun- 
cll where affairs are not being pro- 
perly conducted, and to have either a 
new ccuncil elected or an official ad- 
ministrator appointed. 

The power is granted also for the 
municipal council to engage public 
health nurses to attend to residents 
of the district, whether indigent or not, 
and to give instructions and deliver 
lectures on questions of public health. 
Dr. Stanley wanted to see the power 
extended to permit engagement of 
physiciAns under the same provisions. 

Municipalities will have authority 
to declare operative in the district any 
of the ordinances respecting stray and 
entire animals, and enforce the herd 
and pound acts. One provision may 
be granted to allow any resident of the 
district to run at large 100 head of 
stock for every 160 acres owned in the 
municipality. 

Hereafter all taxes levied under 
the educational municipal hall insur- 
ance act and the municipal hospitale 
act shall be collected by the municipal 
council, who will be allowed a com- 
mission of five per cent. for wild lands 
taxes collected, and two and a half 
per cent. on supplementary revenue 
and educational taxes collected, Full 
reports on the assessment, collections 
and arrears are demanded by the de- 
partment by the 10th of January each 
year. 

Assessment values are required to 
be relative and no appeal will be per- 
mitted against ‘assessment except as 
to the relative fairness of the land in 
question, 

New Financial Commission, 


The new act. creating a commission 
directly responsible to the  lileutent- 
governor in council to inquire and re- 
lieve as far as possible serious financial 
difficulties of muncipalities was sent 
up for third. reading-without material 
change, This act had been previously 
explained by, the minister of: muni- 
cipal affairs, it being intended that 
this commission would act as-an in- 
termediary between municipalities and 
bond purchasers in attempting to ar- 
rive at adjustments. satisfactory to 
each. Not only will: this, commission 
be empowered to-inquire into such 
situations but will be available for’ 
individual owners of property in muni- 
cipalities other ‘than cities where as- 
sessments are protested against. It 
was clearly explained,. however, by 
Hon. Mr. MacKay that this commis- 
sion will, act jn these matters upon 
the request of municipalities, bond 
purchasers, or, - individual property| 
owners.

Accident, Probably Fatal, Takes 
Place in Manitoba Cold

Had Thrilling Experience in Push 
of 1916, Where He Was 


Buried in Dugout 


Jack Matthews, one of the younger 
men of the mechanical staff of the 
C.N.R., returned Thursday from over- 
seas ‘with his English bride, and In- 
fant son, He had a thrilling exper- 
fence in 1916, when he and a number 
of comrades were buried by a big 
shell in a German dugout during the 
advance of that year. The only trace 
of the party was the protruding arm 
of Matthews who was rescued as he 
was on the verge of death by suffioca- 
tion, The remainder of the party were 
all killed. . He enlisted here in the 
68rd Battalion. 


Winnipeg, April 11.—Two of the 
principal officers of the “Manitoba 
Cold Storage Co. are missing and in 
all probability lost their lives in an 
explosion of afamonia at the companys 
plant at the corner of Higgins avenue 
and Meade etreet, this evening.

The new act regulating the sale 
of eggs ag submitted by Hon, Duncan 
Marshall, will require more drastic 
supervision in the purchase of ¢ggs. 
Recently in the house Mr, Marehall 
said it was thé intention of the de- 
partment to build up a standard for 
poultry products in Alberta like that 
attained in the grading of butter. This 
act takes a decisive step in that direc- 


tion. It requires that 
‘No person, firm, or company in 
the province of Alberta, shall buy, 


sell or have in possession for sale, eggs 
known as ‘yolks stuck to the shell,’ 
‘heavy blood ringy,’ ‘partially hatch- 
ed,’ ‘mouldy eggs,’ ‘black e#pots,’ ‘black 
rot ‘mixed rots,’ ‘addled eggs,’ or 
any otherwise unwholesome eggs, in 
excess of one per cent of the total 
of each trang’action, unless the same 
be broken in the ghell and then de- 
natured so ag to render the 6ame un- 
fit for human food.” 

Again, “All firet handlers, whether 
counary merchants, huckstens, city 
merchants, or produce dealers shall 
candle all eggs received by them, and 
sfiall reject all unwholesome eggs 
deveribed ‘in section 2." It is also 
provided that all eggs placed in cold 
storage for a period of 60 daya must 
be candled before distribution, and 


that the fillers must not be used more: 


than once,

When the allegations against him 
Malwere boiled down to charges, they 
Filwvere (1) that he had taken liquor 
from the vendor’s store when he 
aeGlwas not entitled to, and (2), that 
e was permitted to take liquor 
“a@hway from the vendor’s store with- 
SMAbut paying for it. On the face of 
wirmthe charges it would seem that 
¥, hey were rather against the ven- 
Milior than against the member. The 
endor was the responsible agent 
of the government and should not 
allow liquor to be taken away by 
an unauthorized person, nor with- 
out being paid for. Under ordin- 
ary circumstances no blame would 
e attached to the purchaser, be- 
ause the vendor violated the law. 
MeMMBut, the circumstances were not 
i eaordinary, in that a member of the 
M@elegislature was concerned and 
emithere was an opportunity at least 
to put him ‘‘in wrong’’ with his 
constituents and, the public gen- 
erally. And so the member for 
ermSt. Albert—zot the vendor, the 
responsible employee of the. gov- 
ernment, was put upon. his. de- 
fence. In the result it was estab- 
lished (1) that Mr. Boudreau did 
not take any liquor away from the 
vendor’s store, and (2) that the 
liquor he paid for on behalf of 
the drug: company was paid for 
before it was taken away. And so 
the attempt to ‘‘get’’ the member 
for St. Albert failed.

Tire evidence of the® provincial 
analyst as to the character of the 
liquor sold from the government 
warehouse during the ’flu epi- 
demic, is, to say the least, start- 
hling. If Chief License Inspector 
Forster is personally responsible, 
his prompt retirement from office 
as soon as the attorney-general 
became aware of the situation is 
to be highly commended.

people who speak the same tongue 
and. who are leaving the United 
States because they wish to retain 
it as the language of their com- 
munities. 


: Land Loan Or Oash Grant. 


It is becoming more and more 
evident from day to day that how- 
ever meritorious the system of 
Jand loans to returned soldiers 
may be, it is far from securing the 
approval of a majority of the men 
most deeply interested. This is eas- 
ily understood when it is remem- 
bered that apart altogether from 
any possible demerits in. the 
scheme itself, or in its administra- 
tion, a large proportion of the re- 
turned men are not fitted by tem- 
perament, training or inclination, 
to go on land. They came from 
other walks of life and wish either 
to get back to the same, or some 
kindred employment or calling. 
On the other hand there is a strong 
possibility that the loan policy 
may attract men who are not 
adapted to farm life and will make 
a failure of it, to their own very 
great loss. Admitting that the 
land loan policy is good so far as it 
goes it only applies, and is only 
intended to apply, to a portion of 
the returned men. 
vantage or favor, the men who do 
not get it are not getting the same 
consideration as their fellows. At 
a time when discontent is rife 
among so many classes of the com- 
munity it is unfortunate that an 
ostensibly beneficial policy should 
be a cause of dissatisfaction. 

The suggestion of a cash grant 
to all men who have rendered ser- 
vice overseas is looked upon with 
favor in many quarters; and after 
all it would seem to be the best 
way of aiding the civil re-estab- 
lishment of the returned soldier. 
The-man who wishes to live in 
town could use the money towards 
payment for a house, the establish- 
ment of a business, or to add to the 
present comforts of his family. 
And the man. who wished to. take 
up land: would probably be better 
off with a substantial amount of 
cash of his own with which to 
start, than with a larger amount 
as a loan which would have to be 
returned and upon which interest 
would have to be paid until it was 
cleared off. There would be no 
feeling of discrimination if all re- 
turned men were eligible for the 
grant, subject to proper condi- 
tions. 

The idea of a cash payment of 
$2,000, mentioned by Major Eaton 
in the Alberta legislature and aft- 
erwards incorporated in a’resolu- 
tion by J. S. McCallum, seems to 
be received with favor all along 
the line. If however, an equal 
grant is made without regard to 
length or character of service, that 
too would be discrimination. 

The French government adopt- 
ed a plan by which a basic grant 
was made to each soldier on de- 
mobilization, with an additional 
payment for each month of service 
at the front. Although the amount 
of the French grant was small the 
principle seems to be sound. Each 
soldier on enlistment broke up his 
personal and family arrangements 
and placed himself at an economic 
disadvantage, for the country’s 
good, Whether his term of service 
was long or short he is bound to be 
a loser when he attempts re-entry 
into civil life. At the same time 
the short service man should not 
get the same recognition as the 
man of longer service; and the 
man who only served in Canada or 
England would not fairly be en- 
titled to as liberal consideration 
ast the man who faced death in 
France, For purposes of discus- 
sion only: Let there be a basic 
grant of say $500 to every man 
who enlisted and was kept on the 
strength of the force, Let service 
in Canada be counted at say 50c a 
day additional; in England at say 
75c a day, in France up to the arm- 
istice at $1.50 a day and after the 
armistice at $1.00 o day. Pension- 
ers and dependents of deceased 
soldiers to be considered without 
regard to pension. Under such 
an arrangement the man who was 
four years in France would get at 
least $2,000, The man who spent 
four years in England would get 


$1,500 and the man who was four! 


years in Canada would get about 
$1,200, Shorter periods of service 
would draw a smaller payment. If 
the per day amount suggested is 
too small it might be increased to 
whatever would be fair and prac- 
ticable. In any case, whether the 
gross anount be large or small and 
whether graded as to length and 
character of service or not, a cash 
payment to all returned men would 
seem to be a better way towards 
successful civil: ree-stablishment, 
than any possible system of loans.

LENS AND PASSCHENDALE. 
J, W. Dafoe in Winnipeg Free Press. 

The acme of destruction is to be 
witnessed at Lens, This was the work 
of the Canadian artillery, In October, 
1915, the Brivish drove for 
Hill Seventy, north of Lens, and the 
French for Vimy Ridge, both fruit- 
leasly, despite initial success. It was 
assumed in all the “expert” military 
writing of that date that the posses- 
|#ion by the allies of these two hills 
; would force the evacuation #f the Lens 
ons — by fst Germans, The Can- 
adians too imy Ridge in April, 
1917; they pushed down the reverse 
side of the ridge and across the level 
ground to the outskirts of Lens within 
the next three months; in August they 
stormed Hill Seventy by one of the 
most brilliant minor operations of the 
war. But the Hun, contrary to the 
forecagte of the strategists, refused to 
quit Lens, It was half ringed by the 
Canadians, who kept dt drowned in 
poison gas and buried under a con- 
stant rain of artillery projectiles; but 
the Germans, hidden in the rabbit 
warrens with which they honeycomb- 
ed the foundations of the city, held on, 
and to every attempt to take posues- 
sion of the ruined town they oppored a 
desperate and successful resistance. 
The Canadian plans included the 
storming in October, 1917, of Salu- 
mines Hill to the southeast of the city, 
Had this been done—and no Canadian 
waft officer had any doubt of the prac- 
ticability of the enterprise—the Ger- 
mans in Lene would have been trapped 
like rats; but the demands of the 
higher stra intervened and the 
Canadians were shifted to the mud of 
leeattene where they achieved the 
brilliant but fruitless distinction of 
taking Passchendaele ridgy. 

So the Germans stayed on in Lene, 
and the Canadians, when they return- 
ed to their sector, resumed their regu- 
lar daily occupation of epraying them 
|with gas and pounding them with 
shell—with the result thet when the 
line gave further south and the Ger- 
mans had to fall back, the allied 
armies entered Lens to find it the 
completest expression of the destruc- 
tive possibilities of artillery fire that 
was supplied by any theatre of war. 
In this city, which once housed 50,000 
|peoplé, not a single house remains—
